THE SAND OF AN OLD TIMER. 


Fatal Bravery That Won o Bard OCrfbut* 


From n Band of Apache*. 


A company of ranchmen sat about the 


railroad station in Pomona the other aft- 
ernoon vraiting for the belated overland 
train for Los Angeles. Every man in 
the party knew the others, and there be- 
ing an hour or two to wait story telling 
of tlio early days on the border and in 
Arizona and California came natural. 
Stories of old times, •when Tndians \vere 
bad and the white pioneers knew what 
bravery meant, were related. John "Wil- 
son cf El Monte told the most absorbing 
fctory of tho hour:

kind of &and that was iu Fehx ICnos 
when hu \,-as killed by the Apaches, 
i'oa HjoKuox ^vas an all round gambler, 
such ;: 
tlie tenderfoot from the east 


fccorns so much and knows so little 
about, but he had a heart in him bigger 
than any tenderfoot's head. Well, it 
was in the spring of 1879 Knox, with his 
wjfe and baby and a Mo.-dcau driver, 
was coming from Silver City to Clifton, 
down in Arizona. They got to York's 
ranch, which is on the Gila river, about 
80 miles from Clifton, all right, but 
jvere told there that signs of Apachea 
had been seen, and that they had better 
go in camp there for a few days, but 
Knox—who bail fought the Apaches 
dozens of times and didn't know what 
fear was—said he •wanted to make Clif- 
ton that day, Indians or no Indians. 


"Well, the Knoses drove on. When 


they were about two miles from York's 
ranch, sure enough a big buck Indian 
came from behind a low, round top 
mesa. Knox know there were plenty 
rnoro of tho red devils hid there and 
that it meant a fight to death for him. 
He was as cool as a cucumber. 
He 


jumped out of the wagon^filled his pock- 
ets with two boxes of cartridges, and 
then kissed his wife and baby for the 
last time, but saying that he would havtt 
the redskins quieted in a few minutes. 
He ordered the Mexican driver to lash 
the team for all he was worth and to 
drive back to York's ranch as fast as the 
horbos coiild jump. 
Then Knox waved 


his hand to his wife and said he^ras go- 
ing to stand off n few Apaches, although 
he was Mire there was a big band of 
them. As the team and wagon flew back 
to the ranch Knox, rifle in hand, started 
toward the hill for his last fight. He 
turned once uud waved his sombrero tc 
his wife and child and then strode on tr 
his cerbun death 


"Tho Apaches a second later rn&hecl 


out from bi'lund the hill where they 
wero secreted Knox faced his foes, and 
standing stock still pumped lead at 
them until ho fell down dead. 
The 


next day a party of us was made up, 
and we wont out where tho fight took 
place. Knox's body lay there amid the 
cactus in tbo sun. Tho Apaches,-con- 
trary to their usual custom, had not mu- 
tilated the fellow's body in« the least. 
They had taken a clean pocket haidker- 
chicl out of Knox's pocket and carefully 
spread it over his faco and had fastened 
it theio by patting a small stone on each 
corner of it to hold it in its place and 
keep tho hot sun from the dead man's 
faco. 
That was their tribute to the 


eancl in Rnos. 
Seventy empty shells 


wero found that Jind been emptied from 
Knox's wincho&ter, and one of the raid- 
ing Indians afterward raid thiit their 
party numb'-red'!? and that Knox had 
killed s.rvcu

In the presidential campaign of 1892 


the Salt Lake Tribune advocated the 
election of Harrison while pretending 
tc be a staunch friend o! free coinage. 
Several copies of the paper were dis- 
tributed in Nevada, free to anybody 
who would take them at the postofflces. 
The JOUKXAL directed attention to the 
course of the Tribune, as it did to the 
actions of others, who, while pretend- 
ing to be friends of silver, were op- 
posed to free coinage. For this the 
Tribune attacked the editor of the JOUB- 
NAT. personally, and a Nevada paper, 
which pursued the same inconsistent 
course us the Tribune, copied the scur- 
rilous artiole. Now the Ogden XtandarJ, 
a Republican paper, has the following 
on the Tribune'j perfidy and its cause: 


Last year the Salt Lake Tribune re- 
ceived several thousand dollars from 
tae national .Republican committee for 
flying the names of Harrison and Eeid 
at the head of its columns. 
The stu- 
pidity—not to call it by a worse name— 
which prompted the committee to make 
such a bargain, may account for the de- 
feat. Wheu the moa who managed the 
campaign had so .little judgment and 
fairness, what could the result be but 
disastrous ? They took 
from 
the 
Republicans 
of 
Utah 
and 
gave 
to 
a paper 
which 
was 
fighting 
those 
same 
Republicans. 
To the 
credit of the best men in the party 
be it said that they repudiate previous 
knowledge of and subsequent responsi- 
bility for the transaction. But of that, 
nioro may be said at another time. 
The 
Tribune, having received the 
money, hud thf3 momentary grace to 
desire to give something in return. 
There being no presidential electors in 
Utah it had to skirmish on the outside. 
What did it have of value? 
Well, in 
the surrounding feilver states, it was 
esloonibd a« the infallible oracle on the 
silver uuoatiou; and its reputation was 
worth something. 
>So in a burst of il- 


logicitL houority, it concluded to rob the 
caiiHe of silver in order to give some- 
tiling for cash received—not that a be- 
trayal of itw trusting devotees would 
lielp Harrison, but betrayal would in- 
dicate that it was at least as honorable 
as Judas, if not so decently remorseful. 
Then came that astounding flop. The 
Trifiitiii' deserted the whole morale of 
the silver cause by abandoning the ra- 
tio of 1(5 to 1, and advocating oratleast 
tacitly consenting to such ratio as 
might buit the powers that be, well 
knowing that such abandonment would 
leave silver with no case in court—for 
if we are not to have justice and an 
honest restoration, but are to have ex- 
pediency, the ratio may be 20 to i or 
30 to 1, and tho wheat and cotton grow- 
ers with the silver producers will be 
destroyed. But to cover its baseness, 
as the kisrf by which it betrayed, it read 
long and 
atfectiouate and truthful 
homilies to tho people of the silver 
states. Jt declared that tho third party 
movement was a ghost dance, without 
utility and without reward. It begged 
Republicans to pause in their frenzied 
devotion to a movement which could 
not aid silver but might destroy the 
party of thoir enduring 
love. 
It 


affirmed that the cause of the white 
metal would best be served if its advo- 
cates remained with the old great na- 
tional political organizations. 
The 
little leaven would sometime leaven 
the whole lump. 
But now that the thirty pieces are 


gone, what tloos the Tribune do ? Does 
it go hang itself ? Not directly. It is 
now engaged in a self-pleasing en- 
deavor to ruin tho Republican cause. 
Taking for a text the Standard's utter- 
ance that now is an opportune time to 
set tho Republican ball rolling in Utah, 
tho Tribune has the perfidy to say 
among other things of similar trend: 
" The fact is, now is tho opportune 


tim-> to drop both the old parties, and 
organize a new party that will take 
some account of the people and let the 
tnouoy sharks shift for themselves." 


So the Tribttm is converted and now 


joins the " ghost dancers " in their ef- 
fo'rt to secure the retuonetization of 
silver by the only reasonable and con- 
stitutional method known—the elec- 
tion of men who are known to be in 
favor of it.

Several senators 
are paired, but 


should every senator vote the above is 
believed to be a fairly accurate state- 
ment. The list of senators set down as 
for repeal contains several who, as a 
last resort only will vote for uncondi- 
tional repeal. Some of them would 
much prefer to have tb j bill amended, 
but should they fail in this they are said 
to be prepared to vote for uncondi- 
tional repeal. 


One of the amendments proposed 


provides for the coinage of bullion now 
in the treasury and the issuance of sil- 
ver certificates therefor- Another will 
provide for the purchase of $200,000,000 
or $300,000,000 in silver at the discre- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury 
for coinage purposes. By the coinage 
of the bullion now on hand and the 
purchase of additional silver, the silver 
coinage of the United States will be 
between $700,000,000 and $800,000,000. 
It is now nearly $dOO,000,000. When 
$800,000,000 shall have been reached 
the coinage of silver is to cease. 


The financial policy of France, which 


has a silver circulation of $700,000,000, 
seems to be the model many senators 
are disposed to follow. 


The old Bland-Allison Act also will 


bo introduced as an amendment and 
these will be about the same amend- 
ments as were introduced in the house 
for the increase in the ratio. 


County Commissioner*.

session yesterday and allowed the 
usual batch of monthly bills. 


The petition asking the board to 


make an appropriation for the purpose 
of defraying a portion of the expenses 
of the 4th of July celebration was laid 
over until the board could in some 
manner be satisfied that the signers 
represent a majority of the taxable 
property of the county. 


An order was ^passed appropriating 


money enough to buy a ticket to send 
George Small to San Jose, where the 
old fellow says his family now reside. 


Section 9 of the license ordinance 


was amended so as to allow auctioneers 
to sell household goods, live stock, etc., 
at public auction. 


The proposition to extend the fire 


limits was laid over for one month.

IN FAVOK O*' STATJS BANKS. 
It is stated that tho president and 


secretary of the treasury are in favor 
of thfc repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
state buoks. Petitions in favor of the 
change have been presented by nearly 
all the banks of New York, Boston and 
other eastern cities. It meets with un- 
expected favor from the national banks, 
nearly all o£ which ask that a bill be 
passed which will permit the reorgani- 
zation of national banks as state banks. 


It is thought that the treasury de- 


partment will draft the bill and that 
it will be introduced in the senate and 
house at the same time. It will pro- 
vide that any national bank or any 
other ocrporatiou may deposit with the 
state treasurer approved securities for 
which tho state officer issues a certifi- 
cate. Upon presentation of this certifi- 
cate to the proper officers at Washing- 
ton notes will be issued by the govern- 
ment to the bank. 


It is expected that this scheme will 


satisfy the people of the south and 
west who have been demanding the free 
coinage of silver as well as the eastern 
bankers and thus end the silver agita- 
tion, but it will be difficult to satisfy 
the people that the government should 
guarantee the redemption of notes is- 
sued by state banks when it has 
millions of ounces of silver bullion 
stored in the treasury which could be 
coined and put in circulation as stand- 
ard dollars or silver notes redeemable 
in such dollars. 


THE allegations on which complaints

The result of the elections in France 


last Sunday, is known excepu in some 
districts. In the second balloting the 
Republicans gained twenty-seven seats. 
In the new chamber, Republicans of 
all shades will have 513, Conservatives 
sixty-eight. 
The former are divided 


into several groupsj including twenty- 
five " rallied " and 65 radical socialists. 


The election of commander-in-chief 


is the leading topic of discussion 
among the veterans of the grand army 
assembled at Indianapolis. The choice 
is thought to be between Captain J. G.

Alleged Cause of the Trouble. 


EDITOR JOTTBXAL:—In the recentnum- 


ber of the JOTTONAI. containing the "re- 
monstrance of the people of Paradise 
against the action of the trustees, 
Biley and Kemler, we find an. editorial 
in which it isintimated that the parents 
might possibly be at fault as the 
"grounds of the objections are not 
stated." Now in order to remove any 
little mixture of skepticism that may 
linger in the minds of those who are 
not conversant with the facts I wish 
to make some statements—not mere as- 
sertions—of facts which can be backed 
up by records and statistics. First— 
The grounds on which the objections 
are based are tha>- Messrs. Biley 
and Kemler employed teachers that 
had been " weighed in the balance and 
found wanting,"' that are incompetent, 
inefficient, 
and wholly ufltted for the 


place. They ignored the petitions, re- 
monstrances, supplications, implorings 
and pleadings of mothfrs, of patrons, of 
taxpayers and in fact of their constitu- 
ents who placed them in office. The 
petitions, etc., were not the product of 
some fertile brain whose imagination 
pictured the mutilated anatomy ef 
some refractory pupil, or neglected 
homage to some mother's darling They 
were tha result of careful investigation 
and patient end irance. For two years 
the parents looked quietly on while 
their school fund was being squandered 
and their children made victims of 
malpractice at the hands of incom- 
petent, unprincipled novices. As to 
the faults that the patrons flnd in the 
principal, thbir name is " legion," but 
in no way magnified nor mythical. 


When C. L. Flack took charge of the 


school two years ago he found an 
orderly and well deciplined school, a 
good library and all the appliances and 
apparatus that schools need. Tho first 
offense of the principal was that of 
changing the prescribed text Looks, 
with which the pupils were all suj. plied, 
for some favorite books of bis own 
choice. The pupils studying history, 
grammar and physiology were all re- 
quired to buy new books or remain out 
of these classes. Some parents could 
afford it and got the books, others 
could not and others would not. So 
these pupils were obliged to leave the 
school or attend merely for the pur- 
pose of hearing their classmates recite 
from the favorite books of the principal. 
The attention cf the trustees was called 
to the fact that the principal was violat- 
ing the law, but they winked at it; even 
oar worthy state superintendent was 
hoodwinked into the belief that these 
books were only used as supplementary 
work, when, in fact, they were used as 
te^t looks. All this time the air of the 
schoolroom was resonant with slang 
phrases from the teacher... At the close 
of this first year a majority of the 
patrons signed a petition asking that a 
change be made in the teachers, but all 
to no purpose, the same were re-engaged 
for the second term. This had the 
effect of thinning out the school, as 
patrons moved away, others sent their 
children off to an adjoining district, 
while more remained out of school en- 
tirely 
Now comes another direlection 


of duty on the part of said trnsstee. 
At the close of the second term the tax- 
payers made an examination of the 
trustees' books and the teachers' record 
of attendance. They found that at the 
beginning of the year C. L. Flack re- 
ceived a salary of $100 per month. In 
January it was raised to $110, and in 
February again to $120. They also 
found that the reason for this raise was 
the "crowded condition of the school." 
The record showed an average attend- 
ance of less than thirty pupils at $100 
per month, less than twenty at $110, and 
only twelve at $120. By some process 
of reasoning they produce a hitherto 
unknown theorum that the " less work 
done the higher salary paid." Thii 
committee also found tha t Chas. Kem- 
ler, trustee, furnished the school sap- 
plies and failed to give an itemized ac- 
count, which the law requires. So our 
worthy county superintendent may, as 
far as he knows, have paid $7 for a 
broom or $5 for a tin dipper. 


Now, 
Mr. Editor, if this Is not 


squandering the school money pray 
tell us what it is doing ? It is certainly 
wasting the most precious period in 
human lives, that of school days. The 
school opened here the 28th of August, 
1893, with six pupils belonging to C. L. 
Flack's department There are eighteen 
boys belonging to that department ^be- 
tween the ages 14 and 18 years and 
nearly as many girls who will not at- 
tend, for they will not submit any 
longer to the taunts and slang of an 
uncultured and unprincipled teacher. 
These pupils belong mostly to parents 
who are not able to send them away to 
school and the result will be that .they 
will have to go out into the battle of 
life deprived of their rightful heritage, 
an education. 
Just a word here to denounce this 


"one man power" of school trustees, 
and loose and lavish manner of con- 
ducting teachers' examinations. The 
idea that "anyone can teach school" 
holds with wonderful tenacity in the 
minds of some trutees; lalso that the 
school money is a clwirityfund and must 
be given to those who need the money. 
What we most need in the school is 
skilled labor in the school room by 
teachers who have been ta«p%<the art of 
teaching and have a »oul in the work. 
Nevada maintains a good normal school 
in which teachers can be fitted for this 
work, but under the present regime 
there is no encouragement for our girls 
or boys to enter.

Into the -warm blue waters of the Medi- 
terranean and float Ittsuriously in the 
Bally sea among a perfect school of hap- 
py bathers will never forget it. 
Neverl 


Venice, Naples, Capri, Amalfi! It makes 
one's eyes glisten at the very thought of 
it. To Italy's splendid title, "The Land 
of Poetry and Song," might also be add- 
e;l "The Land of Baths" were it not that 
the sccou'l name to some fastidious 
minds would detract from the beauty of 
tho first. 


The ancient Romans, borrowing as 


they did all the worthily imitable cus- 
toms from their Greek and Egyptian 
neighbors, found the batas especially 
suited to their luxnrious tastes and car- 
ried them to a degree of excellence which 
had never been attained making them 
not only of immense benefit in a sani- 
tary way, but establishing them as a 
favorite rendezvous for people of culture 
and talent as well as for the poorer class- 
es, who also enjoyed the privilege of 
their own compartments. 
Look at the 


baths of Diocletian, which are estimated 
to have accommodated no less than 18,- 
000 people at ono time. 
And those of 


Caracallar at Rciae. What wonderful 
ruins of a still m jre wonderful struc- 
ture! In these walls bathing became a 
science. 
Cold baths, tepid baths, hot 


baths, oil baths, sun baths—every kind 
of bath! Why simply to visit the place 
was a rest and recreation. Statuary and 
paintings lent beauty on all sides. Music 
charmed. Orators and pot-is entertained. 


What beauty in the remaining walls of 


the Pompeiian baths I The frescoes are 
as bright and beautiful as if they were 
done but yesterday, and the marble 
carvings and pavements which escaped 
tho fury of the burning mountain have 
softened in color almost to an ivory. 


Then the baths of Nero. Around the 


coast on tho charming picturesque road 
leading from Pozziioli to Baiae one 
alights from the little carozzella and 
clambers up to a cave cut in the side of 
the mountain, wherein is a spring heated 
to a high temperature in its subterra- 
nean channels by veins of volcanic life 
which aboun d near Vesuvius. This spot 
snited well the comfort loving Nero, 
who made of it a favorite resort and 
caused the rough stone couches to be 
placed there, which still remain. 


One reads little of sea bathing in those 


clays. Every Roman colony thought to 
construct its baths as it thought of rais- 
ing its temples. But now all Italy turns 
its face to its natural advantages, and 
with one accord cries as early as May, 
"Let us to the sea!" Not all the estab- 
lishments are as convenient and as well 
constructed as the Lido at Venice and 
those of Posilipo at Naples, but they are 
all on tho same general plan. Every 
place open to tho use of the public is pro- 
vided with a pavilion where people con- 
gregate to disci/ss the latest topics, or to 
devour with eager ears the latest gossip, 
while there is aKvays music, from morn- 
ing till night, if only one of those harass- 
ing "organettes" or portable pianos, 
which grind incessantly and seem al- 
ways to bo playing "Santa Lucia" or 
"Bella Napoli" and vary sometimes with 
the "Trovatore." 


On either side of the pavilion are the 


"camerini," or dressing rooms—one side 
reserved for ladies, the other for gentle- 
men. 
These "camerini" are the rough- 


est kind of little woo5on boxes, carpeted 
with a mat of braided straw and fur- 
nished with four rude chairs for the 
four persons each is supposed to accom- 
modate. Then there are the steps lead- 
ing to the water. The fee for the use of 
each room is oro franc fifty (or 30 cents), 
including the linen sheets, the price 
never varying whether there be one or 
four persons ts-gether. 


Once in the water and presto! changel 


all the reserved etiquette of the Italian 
drawing room vanishes. Then and then 
only does liberty exist, and the pretty 
little signorinas, as v.-ell as the handsome 
signoras, in the very simplest kind of 
bathing costume, generally dark blue 
with a little white braid, transformed 
into veritable water nymphs, swim off 
with all the grace and alacrity of a fish, 
never fearing, never tiring, just as if 
they had been born to it. And there is 
no end to romance. Fancy a boat full 
of handsome young officers towing a trail 
of pretty, bright eyed girls to some quiet, 
picturesque spot, where all indulge in a 
jolly little luncheon. It doesn't sepm so 
very much, does it? And yet one recalls 
that these same young officers may never 
have dared address fhe young ladies on 
land, or if they have had tbe good for- 
tune to do so it was only under the 
watchful eye of the omnipresent chaper- 
on, then we realize what it really means. 


Then there are the quieter places, like 


the placid blue waters of Sorrento, away 
down under the high walls of rock, 
where one may float and gaze up at the 
beautiful viTas and fragrant orange 
gardens. An( Capri, where the wonder- 
ful blue grotto is frefe to all who can 
swim there, while the harried traveler 
inevitably falls a victim to the merciless 
boatmen who shake their hands in one's 
face and demand "la tarifla," which 
never fails to exceed the fee regularly 
established. 


Yes, the sea is a blessing to the Italians 


open to all and appreciated as well by 
poor as by rich. Indeed one finds hirn- 
telf wondering what would become of 
,he lower classes—take the Neapolitans. 
'or instance—if it were not for this wise 
>rovision of nature. They are said to 
>e constitutionally opposed to the ase of 
water in winter on the grounds that it 
means certain death by cold, but in sum- 
mer they fairly live in the £2a. and the 
ittle street urchins frolic about and 
iive for the pennies of the "forestieri'1 
Without even the encumbrance of a 
oathing costume.—Chicago Tribune.
